Boenoa Aires, September 81— The 
Chalnber of Oeputleo lata today poat- 
poned discuealon. until tomorrow of 
the crisis with Qermany caused by 

unfriendly action of Count Von 
Luxburg, the dismissed German min- 
ister. This postponement was talten 
after receipt of a statement for For- 
eign Minister Pueyrredon that the 
government haa received new infor- 
mation which he will preeent to the 
congresa tomorrow. 

After a meeting of the ministry this 
afternoon, it was announced that the 
government was prepared to take 
grave an d rapid measures in view of 
certain -flew '^eVUbpments. 

A high government oRlciai declared 
tliut these measurea probably would 
iiu iude an immediate declaration of 
Mni|tt^0erma|y. to be followed 
by the despatch of 'troops to Burope. 

News that Rmpef^r William had ex- 
pressed approval of the Jpyaity dis- 
played by Count Von Luxburg. the 
.dlsnieaed Qerman minister, was re- 
ceived here Just before the opening of 
debate in the Chamber of Deputies to- 
day, on tho. resolution declaring for a 
rupture of relation bt.tween Argen- 
tina and Qermany. This was looked 
on in some quarters as likely to has- 
ten materially the deolaion in fhvor 
of a break. 

Approval of Ihe resolution was pre- 
dicted in thesa (luartorx. Such action, 
it is considered, would virtually as- 
sure an actual riipiure. afi Ihe Senate 
has already passed tlie resolution fa- 
voring the break and President 
Irigoyen haa announced be is willing 
to follow the dictates of tho people.

Amaterdam, September' 21 — The 
repliea of Kaiser William and Bmperor 
Charles to the Pope's recent peace 
proposals were made public hero to- 
day. 

In answer to Pope Benedict, the 
Qerman and Austro-Hungariun gov- 
vemments express the hope that the 
poutUre eBorts may' bring about a 
cessation of hostitttiea. BmperoE Wil- 
liam "obwlshes a lively desire" that 
the ^vatioan appeal may meet with sne- 
cess. 

Oermany's reply is written by a 
member of the emperor's entourage 
while that of Austro-Hungary is a 
personal missive from Bmperor 
Charles. Both notes to the pope were 
made publip almoat aimnltaneously 
and apparently toth follow tho ume 
general trend. 

Bmperor Cbarlea declares the 
Popes's proposals will lead to peace 
if the belligerent nations would enter 
Into negotiations in the sense of the 
pontiff's suggestions, in which he sees 
a suitable baals for initiating ex- 
^ ^i^^anges toward a just and lasting 
pAwe. He expresaea ttw hope that 
tho.opposing beiligsronta may be ani- 
mated by the same idea. 

The future arrangement of the 
world, the emperor says, must be 
based on tho elimination of armed 
force, the freedom of the seas and 
on the rule of International Justice 
and legality. 

li^niperor William has been follow- 
ing the eBorts of Pope Benedict to- 
ward 'peace with , "high respect and 
sincere gratitude." The German reply 
designates. 

The Austrian emperor admits that 
the future arranKcments of the world 
must be bauod on tho elimination of 
armed force and on the rule of inter 
national Justice and legality. 

Auatrla-Hungary'a ruler received 
the pontttt'a note with a thankful 
heart and with an eapresslon of hope 
that the pontiff's efforts may lead to 
the realisation of the emperor's desire 
for a lasting and hoitorable peace for 
all parties.

8p«it Money To Sway XeaAer of 
Coanese-Askei IMiOO Appro, 
priatlon To Inflneaee 
Lawmakers. 

Washington, September 21— Secre- 
tary Lansing today made public, as an 
astounding addition to the series of 
disolosnres covering German intri- 
guea in American and ehwwhere, a 
message sent by Count von Bemstorft 
in January of this year to the Ber- 
lin Foreign Office requesting author- 
ity to pay out 150,000 to influence 
Congress through an unnamed organ- 
ization, apparently known to the Ber- 
lin authorities. 

Count von Berntorff Indicated in 
his message that money had bofp paid 
this organisation on former oooasions 
to perform the same work. 

"The text of the message: dated Jan 
uary 22 and made public without com 
iront, follows. 

"I request authority to pay out up 
to 50,000 (fifty thousand) dollars In 
order, as on former occasions, to in- 
fluence. Congresa through the organi- 
sation you know of, which can per 
bops prevenrwar. 

"I am beginning in the meantime 
t- act accordingly. 

"In the above circumstances a pub 
lie official German declaration in fa- 
vor of Ireland is highly desirable, in 
order to ain the support Of Irish In- 
fluence here."

' The reffectiug American will be Borrow to learn that no names 
of State* will remain attached to the National (iuurd now taken in- 
to the Federad service and that none will appear in the designations 
of regiments formed out of the selective draft. In thia ruling may be 
seen the inuence o fregular army officers, l)iit tbe civilians of the War 
Department ought to appreciate the value of 8Ute pride and rivalry 
iu war. Our f arly confederation of independent States has lonfg.been 
welded into u nation and we are long past the era when State pride 
took precedence to national, biit tlie very foundations of our govern- 
mental system still rest upon the separate existence onr numerons 
OQmmonwealths, each within its own distinct homidHrieH, each known 
by its name, and each within certain limitations free to govern it- 
self. And each of these separate States has a just right to the fame 
of the achievenicnt.s of its sons in war. 

The value of the stimulation ^f such rivalry and the right of lo- 
cal proprietorship are rccognired even in England, a country far 
more consolidatt'd tluiii (nirs and with nnieli less reasons for lociil 
designations in its military. Yet there are British regiments carry- 
ing the names of the mother counties of Sussex, lisncashire and the 
rest. W'c iirc all Americans tirst, liul wc arc also N'ck Yorkers, (leor- 
giaus, Kausaus, etc., and something is lost that is ours of right and 
that is ours of right and that is of distinct value when the sons of 
any State are siiliiner{;eil in mere nuniliers, goiug to war only as the 
fiftieth artillery or the two hundredth infantry. The picture is blur- 
red and the inspiration is impaired. This new ruling is contrary to 
both American iind I^ritish precedent, it is not a i;ain but a loss, and 
it ought to be reconsidered even at the eleventh hour.

It is predicted that eggs will go to a dollar this winter. That is 

hardly i)ossil)le, for it means that nmny ])copK' will he williiiK to pay 
it. We don't believe it. After eggs reach uO cents a dozen, the de- 
mand will decline, and it will thus keep on until the price reachra Od 
or 70 cents, when it will drop olT altogether. I?nt that is nn-rely 
speculative, for if eggs are as good food as beefsteak, they will i;o as 
far as meat. A dozen eggs are worth a 7()-eent lieef-steak, and so in 
the end connnand the price. JJut to the old fellows who used to pay 
10 cents a dozen, how changed the times will seem. The real solution 
of the egg problem is for every umn who has a piece of land to keep 
hens and raise esifis. It is tiie part of a good citizen to do it. .\ man 
can serve his country hettf r by keepinq; pood laying hens than by go. 
ing to Congress.

Washington, September 20 — Beet 
sugar producers In conference witli 
the fpod administratloa today readied 
an unanimous agreemnt under 
which the stabft retail ivtoe of sugar 
will be about eight cents a pound. 
They will sell to wholesalers at east- 
ern refining points at 7 cents about 
a pound, cane basia, and the retails 
prices, it was stated, would normally 
be not more than % cents higher. 

At the same time, the fool admln- 
iitrattoa announced that an interna- 
tlonai cqpnmittee of Ave had been 
named to arrange for the purchase 
und dlBtribution of the vast i|uantities 
-of sugar needed by the I'nited StatcB 
and allied countricB. This commit- 
tee, actlngfl through the food admin- 
istration under authority of Presi- 
dent Wilson's proclamation placing 
*the sugar industry in this country un- 
der Uoenie, will control a large pro- 
portion of the world's sugar output. 

Inclusion of the big Cuban cane su- 
gar produclii!; interests in the allied 
distributing scheme will be discussed 
with the food administration tomor- 
nw by the Cuban minister, fir. Man- 
uel DeCesphedes, and two Cuban su- 
aar growers. Cuba's participation in 
the plan is expected, particularly in 
view of the government's power to 
prevent iniportalion by refusing li- 
censes to producers not agreeing to 
the UNifiirm pritr. 

The new sugar price will become 
effective in the west October 1, when 
the 1>17 erop reaches the reflnerlex, 
and in Um east about two weeks later.
